The joys and rewards of couples who make an adopted 
child their very own are certainly among the richest 
experiences in an entire lifetime. This article is desi¬ 
gned to answer the preliminary questions of couples 
interested in adopting a child through Children's Home 
Society. Hardand fast rules cannot be established for 
such a personal and confidential relationship as adop¬ 
tion. However, the basic requirements which generally 
apply are included, and a careful study of this infor¬ 
mation will be helpful to couples considering adoption. 

WHAT IS 

CHILDREN' S HOME SOCIETY 

The Children's Home Society is the oldest and largest 
adoption agency in California. Licensed by the State 
Department of Social Welfare to place children for 
adoption, the Society is the only statewide agency 
serving adoption needs. 

Founded in 1891, Children's Home Society has placed 
over 19,000 children in adoptive homes of their own. 
Through the expanded programs of its 12 offices, the 
Society provides over 25 percent of all adoption servi¬ 
ces handled by all agencies in California each year. 

The Society is a member of the Child Welfare League 
of America and Community Chests and United Funds in 
the following areas: Alhambra, Carpintería, Glendale, 
Long Beach, Los Angeles, Marin County, Merced, 
Oakland, Pasadena, Riverside, Sacramento, San Diego, 
San Francisco, San Jose, San Mateo, Santa Barbara, 
and Stockton. 




WHO ARE THE CHILDREN 
NEEDING ADOPTION 

Most of the children are infants; some are toddlers, 
others are school-age anda few are typical adolescents. 
The children are of all races and religions and are as 
representative a cross-section as could be found any¬ 
where. They are children whose parents are unable fo 
provide homes and have requested the Society to select 
adoptive parents for them. Allof the children are leg¬ 
ally free for adoption a I the time of placement. 

WHO CAN ADOPT THROUGH 
CHILDREN'S HOME SOCIETY 

The Society welcomes couples seeking parenthoodby 
adoption. An ever-increasing number of fine couples 
who are happily married, have sound health, emotional 
stability, love and a real interest in children for their 
for their own sake are being served by the Society each 
year. Couples should be able to provide adequately 
for a child but home ownership and substantial savings 
are not a requirement. 

Prospective adoptive parents should have been mar- 
riedat least three years and, in most cases, the father 
should not be more than 43 years older than the child 
and the mother not more than 38 years older. As a gen 
eral rule, the Society gives preference to couples who7 
for medical reasons, appear unlikely to have children 
of their own. 

Couples seeking to adopt should have plans for the 
religious training of their child. 

Parents who already have two children are accepted 
by the Society only if they are desirous of adopting a 
child with special needs. Adoptive homes are contin¬ 
ually being sought for the older child, children with 
medical problems or physical handicaps, and children 
of minority racial groups or of mixed heritage. 

WHAT ARE THE STEPS 
IN AN ADOPTION 

Couplesexpressing their interest in adopting a chi Id 
through the Children's Home Society are invited to a 
group meeting with other couples considering adoption.

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Husbands and wives attend these discussion meetings 
together and receive a complete briefing on the So¬ 
ciety's policies and procedures. Ample opportunity is 
provided to ask questions. At the conclusion of the 
meeting, each couple is requested to consider care¬ 
fully their continued interest in adoption. 

When a couple is certain of their own deep interest 
in adoption, they fill out and submit a preliminary re¬ 
gistration form as the first official step toward adoption. 

As the Society maintains a balance between the 
children available for adoption and the number of ap¬ 
plicants accepted at any one time, the couples whom 
itappearsthe Society will be able to serve are invited 
tocomeln for a personal interview. The great number 
of couples seeking to adopt Caucasian infants always 
exceeds the number of children needing homes and, for 
this reason, some who apply must be disappointed. 

Through the exchange of information during the inter 
view, the prospective adoptive couple and the Society 
jointly determine whether a formal application should 
be filed. 

During the family study that follows the filing of a 
formal application the prospective parents and Child¬ 
ren' s Home Society became well acquainted through 
interviews both in the home and at the agency with the 
social worker handling the application. Through these 
meetings, which are by appointment only, each couple 
is helped to prepare for adoptive parenthood. The ap¬ 
plicants are asked to submit verification of marriaeg, 
employment, termination of any previous marriages, 
andareport of a physical examination by the couple's 
own doctor. The couple is also requested to have 
friends write letters of reference to the Society. 

There is no set timetable in regard to completing 
the necessary steps to adoption, as the length of time 
required is related to the Society's current need for 
adoptive homes of various racial or religious backgr¬ 
ounds. When homes are urgently required for child¬ 
ren with special needs, the family study may take pl¬ 
ace immediately. Otherwise the studies are made in 
the order in which applications are received. The 
Society's general practice is to complete this part of 
the procedure with each applicant in a year's time. 

The placement of a child usually takes place shor¬ 
tly after the family study has been concluded. Dur¬ 
ing the several months before legal conclusion of the 
adoption, the Society helps in the adjustment of fam¬ 
ily and child. The new parents are also assisted in 
the steps involved in completion of the adoption in 
Superior Court, although they are responsible for em¬ 
ploying their own attorney to handle the filing of the 
adoption petition. 

WHAT IS THE 

SOCIETY' S ADOPTION FEE 

Adoptive parents share in the cost of service ren¬ 
dered to them and to the child. The maximum fee of 
(550 that has been established by the Society's Board 
of Directors may be redjced on an individual basis in 
the interests of providing a home for a child where one 
otherwise would not be available. Payments are made 
in four installments, following the completion of succ¬ 
essive steps in the adoption process. 

These fees constitute approximately one-third of 
the Society's operating income

WHY ADOPT THROUGH A 
LICENSED ADOPTION AGENCY 

Parents who adopt through the Children's Home 
Society, or other licensed adoption agencies, have 
the assurance of a legally sound adoption handled in 
a confidential manner. 

They have the peace of mind which results from 
knowing that their child was relinquished by its nat¬ 
ural parents only after the rights and priveleges of all 
parties had been given full consideration. They know 
that their child's natural parents had the benefit of 
professional counseling in arranging a plan that seem¬ 
ed in the best interests of both child and parents. 

The decision which has been made by the natural 
parents is sound and final and the identities of the ad¬ 
optive parents and the natural parents are protected 
from each other. 

The Children's Home Society provides adoptive 
parents with available information about the child and 
his natural parents. Physicians, attorneys, psycholo¬ 
gists and social workers all participate in the studies 
and planning leading up to the adoption, each cont¬ 
ributing his specialized knowledge to assure the best 
future for the child and his adoptive parents. 

The adoptive parents also have the added confid¬ 
ence which comes from knowing that the Society will 
continue to assist them and their child throughout the 
adjustment period until the adoption has been legally 
affirmed. 

WHERE MAY AN APPLICATION 
FOR ADOPTION BE MADE 
In order to provide service throughout California 
for all prospective adoptive parents. Children s Home 
Society has twelve offices serving their respective 
communities.
